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WHOOPING CRANE WOODS REVISITED: 

In the February newsletter, I printed an article and showed the ‘whooping crane’ woods made by Glen 
Littrell of Corpus Christie, Texas. I also asked our members if anyone had these woods in th 
collection. The only person to respond was CAWMC member Larry White of Liberty Center, Ohio. I 
guess Larry and I are the only two current CAWMC members who have any of these woods in their 
collection. | somehow don’t believe that, however. Larry sent along a descriptive listing of these woods 
and the mintage, which I’ve reproduced here. In his letter Larry states that he has found six different 
colour combinations of the small 1979 wood as well as an error reverse printing of this same wood. 
You need a mirror in order to see it properly. 

He indicates the reason for these and other errors was that both Glen and Gary Littrell ordered woods 
from the same source. Gary’s were to honour ‘Coin Week’ and Glen’s order was for “whooping 
cranes’. The manufacturer mixed up the obverses and reverses resulting in all the errors. Larry hopes to 
have a display of these woods at the upcoming C.N.A. convention in Niagara Falls this July. He also 
indicates that he has three complete sets of these woods plus a number of errors. Some people might 
want to contact him at Box 85, 289 Briarcliff Dr. Liberty Center, OH USA 43532-0085.

In the Jan./Feb. 2006 issue of the C N 


Journal, Dan _ Gosling, 


the current 


C.N.A. librarian, and a person who has 


also issued several souvenir ‘woods’ for 


recent C.N.A. conventions (listed under 
Sherwood Park, Alberta), is writing 
about The First Year of this Canadian 
Numismatic Journal. Dan is writing 


this bit of history because this year 
marks the 50” anniversary of the C N 


Journal in its present form as a printed 


monthly booklet form. 


It was 50 years ago (1956) that the 
then editor Peter S. Favro took the step 
of reworking a mimeographed Bulletin 


of letter-size sheets into a 


6” a4 Ox 


monthly publication very similar to 


today’s C N Journal format. 


As your editor read through the 
lengthy article which was highlighting 
what was in the First Year’s issues, I 
was delighted to read that Peter Favro, 


in the October issue of that First Year 


focused on ‘wooden money’. I have 
attempted to reprint (on the right), only 
that approximate one page, on the topic 


of our hobby. 


On the right, then, written by Dan 
Gosling, is the part that pertains to 
‘wooden money’. It is taken from pages 
33 and 34 as it appears in the Jan./Feb. 
2006 issue of the C N Journal. The

venience of collectors. 

The first Canadian wooden 
nickel was issued in 1938 at 
Prescott, Ontario, to commemorate 
a century of peace “at the 
Crossroads of the Continent”. The 
second appeared in 1954 on the 
occasion of the Centennial Festival 
of Kitchener, Ontario, called “The 
City of Talent”. The third came in 
1955 with the Centenary celebra- 
tions of Whitby, Ontario, known as 
“The County Town”. The fourth 
commemorated the 1955 
Centennial of London, Ontario, 
“The Forest City”. A fifth also 
appeared in 1955 in honour of the 
first hundred years of the “Soo” 
Locks, at Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. 

Since the Kitchener wooden 
nickels enjoyed much success, sev- 
eral speculative, money-making, or 
advertising issues appeared that 
were unconnected with anniversary 
celebrations. Those of the kind that 
have come to our attention are : 
Gananoque, 1954, with a variant 
form; Niagara Falls’ Maid of the 
Mist, 1955, Canada Coin 
Exchange, 1955, and Lindsay, 
1956, in both printed and embossed 
varieties. 

Generally speaking, little imagti- 
nation or originality of design has 
been shown in either the commemo- 
rative or the commercial types. The 
size and obverse of the Kitchener 
“coin” set the model for more 
recent issues except for that of the 
“Soo” Locks, which achieves a 
design and size of its own, including 
the seven-and-a-half cent “dickel” 
(half way between a dime and a 
nickel). These are in several 
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Got change for a Dickel? 
Favro focused on wooden 
money in the October issue: 

Wooden nickels are issued, usu- 
ally, in commemoration of some 
civic event such as centennial cele- 
brations; those so far produced in 
Canada are listed here for the con- 


colours. The wooden nickel put out 
by the Canada Coin Exchange has 
its own distinctive style; it is similar 
in size to the “Soo” issue, but 
thicker. 

Numerous medals and metal or 
plastic tokens have appeared as 
souvenirs of anniversaries during 
recent years. Among them are the 
Niagara Falls Golden Anniversary, 
1954, in bronze; the Windsor 
Centennial, a large aluminum 
medal, in 1954; Edmonton’s 50th 
Anniversary, 1954 (plastic); 
Alberta’s Golden Jubilee, 1955 
(copper); Centenary of 
Consecration of the Cathedral of St. 
John the Baptist at St. John’s, 
Newfoundland, in 1955 (alu- 
minum); and the 1956 Centennial of 
Paris, Ontario (plastic). 
Peterborough issued a stamp-like 
sticker for its Centennial in 1950. 

All of these items may be consid- 
ered to possess numismatic interest, 
and doubtless will be much sought 
after in times to come. The Prescott 
“nickel” is already very scarce. 

Norm Belsten, the Canadian expert 


on Wooden Money, updated this infor- 
mation as follows: 


The first official commemorative_ 
Canadian nickel was the 1937 
Stratford, ON flat, issued for the 
Queen's visit. There was a set of 
three woods 5-, 10- and 25-Cents. 

The 1880 one issued in Montreal 
for the Montreal exposition was a 
souvenir with no value on it.
